Texas DA, Wife Slain in Home 


Killings come just two 
months after assistant 
DA was gunned down 


Kaufman, Texas 

Kaufman County District Attorney 
Mike McLelland took no chances 
after one of his assistant prosecutors 
was gunned down two months ago. 
McLelland said he carried a gun every- 
where he went and took extra care 
when answering the door at his home. 

“I’m ahead of everybody else 
because, basically, I’m a soldier,” the 
23-year Army veteran said in an inter- 
view less than two weeks ago. 

On Saturday, he and his wife, Cyn- 
thia, were found shot to death in their 
rural home just outside the town of 
Forney, about 20 miles from Dallas. 

While investigators gave no motive 
for the killings, Forney Mayor Dar- 
ren Rozell said: “It appears this was 
not a random act. ... Everybody’s a 
little on edge and a little shocked.” 

The slayings came less than two 
weeks after Colorado’s corrections 
director, Tom Clements, was shot to 
death at his front door, apparently by 
Evan Spencer Ebel, a white suprema- 
cist ex-convict, and two months after 
Kaufman County Assistant District 
Attorney Mark Hasse was killed in 
a parking lot a block from his court- 
house office. No arrests have been 
made in Hasse’s Jan. 31 slaying.

Dealing With Danger

all of his employees to be constantly on alert. "The

Spike in Slayings 

Kaufman County District Attorney 
Mike McLelland is the 13th prosecu- 
tor killed in the U.S. since the National 
Association of District Attorneys be- 
gan keeping count in the 1960s. The 
number of attacks on prosecutors, 
judges and senior law enforcement of- 
ficers in the U.S. has spiked in the past 
three years, according to Glenn Mc- 
Govern, an investigator with the Santa 
Clara County, Calif., District Attorney’s 
Office who tracks such cases, (ap) 


Ebel died in a shootout with 
Texas deputies about 100 miles from 
Kaufman. 

The FBI and the Texas Rang- 
ers joined the investigation into the 
McLellands’ deaths.

He declined to 
discuss it further. The sheriff also 
said he had no indication that white 
supremacist groups were involved in 
the killing of the DA.

North Korea’s nuclear weapons 
are a “treasure” not to be traded, 


the statement said. 

Pyongyang is angry over annual 
U.S.-South Korean military drills 
and a new round of U.N. sanctions 
that followed its Feb. 12 nuclear 
test, the country’s third. 

Analysts see a full-scale North 
Korean attack as unlikely and say 
the threats are more likely efforts 


to provoke softer policies toward 
Pyongyang from Seoul, win diplo- 
matic talks with Washington that 
could get the North more aid, and 
solidify the young North Korean 
leader’s image at home. 

North Korea has called the U.S. 
nuclear arsenal a threat to its exis- 
tence since the 1950-53 Korean 
War, which ended in a truce, not a 
peace treaty, leaving the peninsula 
still technically at war. Pyongyang 
justifies its nuclear pursuit in large 
part on that perceived U.S. threat. 

While analysts call North 
Korea’s threats largely brink- 
manship, there is some fear that a 
localized skirmish might escalate.

‘Super Bus Stops’ Curbed, For Now 


Officials to revisit 
cost, design of new 
shelters after outcry 

Arlington 

Arlington County Manager Bar- 
bara Donnellan has stopped the 
planned construction of “super 
bus stops” following public out- 
cry after the first of 23 went up at 
a cost of $1 million. 

“Although our Walter Reed 
Super Stop is a prototype, and 
has only been operating for about 
a week, I’ve heard the communi- 
ty’s concerns about its design and 
cost,” Donnellan said in a state- 
ment. “I have asked staff to pause 
the program while we look for ways 


to improve the design and reduce 
costs of future Super Stops.” 

The revelation of the stop’s 
price tag prompted hundreds of 
public comments on articles pub- 
lished online by local news organi- 
zations. The cost also came up this 
week during a forum on planned 
streetcars. Donnellan said the 
construction delay was ordered 
because of those comments, and she 
asked residents to email sugges- 
tions to des@arlingtonva.us, with 
“Super Stop” in the subject line. 

“This project took longer and 
cost more than it should have,” 
Donnellan’s statement said. 

The Super Stops were created 
to serve the buses along Colum- 
bia Pike, which carry 16,000 rid- 
ers a day, and the streetcars, which

have yet to be built. The prototype 
stop, near Columbia Pike and Wal- 
ter Reed Drive, features a swoop- 
ing roof, which some said would 
not keep passengers dry, heated 
pavement to reduce snow and ice, 


and an electronic display of real- 
time bus schedules. 

The much-delayed construction 
of the stop, which took 18 months, 
was managed by Metro and built 
primarily with federal and state 
transportation funds. The county 
would oversee the construction of 
future stops. 

Deputy County Manager Mark 
Schwartz and Assistant County 
Manager Diana Sun said the stops 
are important to the Columbia Pike 
revitalization effort. In addition to 
the planned streetcars, the county 
is burying utilities, widening side- 
walks and installing street light- 
ing, and new zoning will allow 
denser housing while preserv- 
ing affordable housing options.

Aging Foundation Lies 
Beneath the Beltway 


Washington 

The Capital Beltway, a politically 
iconic and locally vital highway, is 
dying beneath your turning wheels. 

Under the surface of all but 
some recently restored segments, 
fissures are spreading, cracks are 
widening and the once-solid road 
bed that carries about a quar- 
ter-million cars a day is turning 
to mush. 

“It is at that 50-year age point, 
which is too close to [the end of its 
life],” said Doug Simmons, deputy 
highway administrator in Mary- 
land, home to almost two-thirds 
of the 64-mile Beltway. 

The need is not so great in the 
highway’s lower crescent, the 22.1 
miles south of the Potomac. Three 
mega projects along its length — 
the “mixing bowl” interchange 
with 1-95, the Woodrow Wilson 
Bridge and the HOT lanes — have 
given Virginia a chance to rehabil- 
itate all but three or four miles of 
Beltway pavement. 

The roadway is longer and the

challenge greater on the Mary- 
land side. 

The traffic volume is what 
makes major rehabilitation so dif- 
ficult and expensive. A few years 
ago, there was an estimate that it 
would cost about $3 billion just to 
preserve Maryland’s 41.7 miles of 
Beltway, and perhaps twice that 
amount to address congestion and 
update interchanges with the road- 
ways that have burgeoned in the 
ensuing decades. 

The most effective, least expen- 
sive way to tackle the job would 
be to tear out several lanes at a 
time. But, “you’re not going to 
come in to shut down the Cap- 
ital Beltway to fully recon- 
struct it, so that’s the challenge 
we deal with,” Simmons said.

The Nats had plenty of a-ha moments last year. Every time 
Michael Morse would step up to the plate with “Take On Me” playing over the 
loudspeaker. Nationals Park would erupt in a stadium-wide singalong. With 
Morse now playing for the Mariners, what song is going to fill the void? 


“Everyone is trying to find [a song 
to fill that role],” shortstop Ian Des- 
mond said. “Obviously, it’s real- 
ly cool when you can get the fans 
behind you for every at-bat.” 

One thing is for sure, though: 
No Nats player is planning on mak- 
ing “Take On Me” his own. 

“When it comes to walk-up 
songs, it’s like calling dibs,” said 
relief pitcher Drew Storen, who con- 
templated using a remake of “In the 
Air Tonight” but refrained because 
the original was already being used 
by a teammate. “I wouldn’t do that 
because you don’t go on someone’s 
song turf.” 

Storen instead decided to go 


with “Bad Company” by Five Fin- 
ger Death Punch. 

“I’m a huge classic rock fan, 
but it’s really tough to go straight 
classic rock out of the ’pen,” he 
said. “When you come out of the 
bullpen, you’ve got to have a little 
spice to your song. ...

there four times a day. We’re out 
there maybe once a day,” so it’s 
key to have a song fans can iden- 
tify with you. 

“Take On Me” may be off lim- 
its for the players, but Storen has 
a suggestion to keep the classic 
a-ha ’80s tune alive in Nats Park. 

“I still think they should do 
‘Take On Me’ after the seventh- 
inning stretch. Turn it into our 
own version of what they do in 
Boston,” he said, referring to how 
“Sweet Caroline” is played in the 
middle of the eighth inning at Fen- 
way Park. “That was always fun for 
us to hear the crowd get into it.” 

Every player goes about select- 


ing his walk-up music differently 
— some taking the task more seri- 
ously than others. 

Desmond picked two Christian 
rap songs to “put a better message 
out there for the kids.” 

Outfielder Bryce Harper made 
his announcement last week on 
Twitter — a message that was 
retweeted 466 times — going 
with “Flower (Bring Sally Up)” 
by Moby, “Radioactive” by Imag- 
ine Dragons and “It’s Tricky” by 
Run DMC. 

Only time will tell if there’s a 
song that will be able to replace 
“Take On Me.”

Another Fab Run 
To the Final Four 


Michigan returning 
to semis for first time 
since the early 1990s 

NCAA Tournament 

Another fabulous group of young 
players has Michigan headed back 
to the Final Four. 

Led by Big Ten player of the year 
Trey Burke and sharp-shooting 
guard Nik Stauskas, one of three 
freshman starters, the Wolverines 
dominated Florida right from tipoff, 
scoring the game’s first 13 points 
and routing the Gators 79-59 in 
the South Regional final Sunday. 

“A lot of guys said we were real- 
ly young and that we couldn’t get 
here,” said Burke, a sophomore and 
the South Region’s most outstand- 
ing player. “We’re here now and 
we still have unfinished business.” 

The last time Michigan made it 
this far was the Fab Five era of the 
early 1990s, what until now had been 
considered the program’s glory years. 

Once they got ahead Sunday, 
the Wolverines (30-7) maintained

Composer Gabriel Kahane chips away 
at the lines between classical and pop 


“Craigslistlieder,” a song cycle from 2006, is not 
necessarily Gabriel Kahane’s best work. The 31-year-old 
composer, or singer-songwriter — let’s just stick with 
“musician” as the most accurate designation — has 
written piano sonatas, orchestral pieces, a pop album 
and even a musical about hipster artists living an 
alternative lifestyle in Brooklyn 70 years ago. 


But “Craigslistlieder,” built of eight 
texts taken from personal ads on 
Craigslist — and recently performed 
live by the small company Urban Arias 
at the Mansion at Strathmore — is his 
best-known work. Quirky and funny 
and poignant, with music tightly 
calibrated to the words and feelings 
behind them, it gives a good taste of 


the aesthetic of an artist who defies 
genres in the cause of making music 
that sticks with you. 

Kahane is on a roll these days, 
rapidly becoming one of the most 
visible representatives of a generation 
of Brooklyn musicians who bring 
individual voices to many genres at 
once. He resists all labels — “indie-

classical,” he says, “is a word I wish did 
not exist” — but whatever he does, he’s 
bringing a lot of it to Washington this 
month (see box, above). Though, none 


of the performances will necessarily 
make it any easier to pin down this 
mercurial artist. 

“As a composer,” Kahane says, “I 
learn a lot about all of my creative 
endeavors from doing the other ones.”

It’s like 
a different set of 
paints.” 


Kahane’s childhood provided a 
model for his future take on music. 
“The music my parents listened to 
... had a really big impact on me,” he 
says. “My dad would be practicing 
[Mozart’s] K. 488 and take a break 
and put on [Paul Simon’s] ‘Grace- 
land.’ ... The tacit implication was, 
‘This is all great music; we don’t make 
a distinction between classical music 
and pop.’” 

Kahane, however, does make a dis- 
tinction between the two — but only 
because he does both. “Where Are the 
Arms,” his 2011 album, is unabashed- 
ly pop; “Craigslistlieder” is not. His 
musical “February House” ran at the 
Public Theater in 2012. He would also 
like to write an opera (he is trying to 
get the rights to David Foster Wal- 
lace’s “Infinite Jest”). 

“One of the things I find slight- 
ly irritating is calling stuff ‘classi- 
cal music’ because it has strings and 
woodwinds,” he says. “There is eco- 
nomic cynicism behind the branding 
of music that is essentially pop music 
plus some bells and whistles as some- 
thing other than what it is.” 

Which is why you won’t see Kah- 
ane branding himself anytime soon.

Film Review 

Singing the Same Old Tune 

“The Sapphires" trots out the usual tropes associated 
with the struggling-pop-star genre but adds a touch of 
Australian history. It’s 1968, and three sisters who have 
been harmonizing since they were little girls are aspiring 
singers hunting for their big break. 

Then they meet Dave Lovelace (Chris O’Dowd), who, 
in keeping with stereotypes about the Irish and music-biz 
folk, drinks heavily and sleeps in his car. He offers to man- 
age them but insists they ditch their country-western rep- 
ertoire and start covering soul music, an obvious metaphor 


for the sisters’ own journey to accepting their heritage. 

(A cousin is later persuaded to join the musical group.) 

The film tries to draw meaningful connections 
between America’s civil rights era and Australia’s 
struggle for ethnic equality during the pauses between 
buoyant musical numbers. But the profound messages 
often are obscured by a screenplay that relies too heavily 
on the cliches of the typical music-movie narrative. 

You may be surprised to learn that the film is based on 
a true story. But that only makes the cinematic result that 
much more disappointing. A film based on the very real 
dreams of very real people deserves to feel much more
